If matters are confider’d in a proper Light, I 
fhould think it very impolitic as well as unpolite of 
my Cotemporaries not to difmifs their Contempt of 
our Cen/or ; or at leaft, if they cannot do this, (which 
Town fomewhat d.fiicult).to diflemble it. Let not 
a mif-placed Delicacy of Sentiment: intrude againft 
the faving Diffimulation required here ; for to me it 
feems the only Expedient to their own Prefervation : 
And when thur Interefts call for it, what can 
be a more trifling Conceffion than the permitting a 
a little extra Philauty in an Author of fo long 
Standing, and fuch uncommon Eminence.

Secondly, of Domeftic Affairs. He is well af-
